And the modern man-o’- 
war's man, who must be an expert at 
some one of forty difficult trades, as well 
as trained to the sea, cannot be manufac- 
tured in a moment. ; 

The pacifist imagination has dared.to 
picture a million citizens “ springing to 
arms in a single day and by their un- 
taught valor driving an invading army 
into the sea. 

But not even Mr. Brvbe himself has 
ever ventured to predict that—to be mod- 
est—50,000 real estate men, bank clerks, 
and carpenters could learn in twenty-four 
hours—or as many weeks—to handle four- 
teen inch navy guns, direct the delicate 
machinery of a submarine, or properly 
perform any one of the thousand duties 
which are necessary on a warship. l 


Navy Personnel Short. 
Everybody agrees that even the present 
navy of the United States is undermanned. 
In regard to the number of the officers 
and men of the navy,” says Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt, there 
has never been an attempt to hide the fact 
that although the numbers are recruited 
up to the limit allowed by tongress, we 
have only sufficient men to man in an ade- 
quate manner a portion of the vessels al- 
ready built.“ 

The present administration deserves 
credit for having enrolled 5,000 more en- 
listed men than were on the navy lists 
when it took charge. Under the regula- 
tions laid down by congress no more men 
can be enlisted. 

If the personnel of the navy is to be 
enlarged, new legislation must be passed 
and larger appropriations must be made 
by congress. 


More Men Urgently Needed. 
That more men are urgently needed 
there seems to be no doubt. 

The total active personnel of the United 
States navy numbers about 66,000. But 
of this number more than 10,000 belong to 
the marine corps. The English navy em- 
ploys—in time of peace—more than 150,- 
600 men, the German navy 80,000, the 
French navy 64.000, and the navy of Japan 
56,000. amm tre Be BEET 
marines employed. 

France has neidriy 10,000 more bus 
‘jackets than the United States, Germany; 


many. And these comparisons are all 
based on reports made public before the. 
war began. 

Not only comparatively, but positively 
is the navy short of men. } 
To proyide a proper complement for 
all vessels of the navy which could be 
made useful for war purposes,” says Sec- 
retary Roosevelt. would require an ad- 


gress of about 18,000 men. 


New Vessels Must Have Crews. 
“ Meanwhile the problem becomes more 
difficult as. time goes on because of the 
vessels under construction which must 
shortly be provided with crews, . . , 
Theoretically and on paper the navy pos- 
sesses at the present time eight battle- 
ships of the first line and twenty-five bat- 
tleships of the second line. 

Actually, however, only the eight bat- 
tleships of the first line and thirteen bat- 
tleships of the second line can be placed 
in commission for servicé because of the 
shortage of men.“

Serbian Refusal 
fo Bulgar Demand 


LONDON, Thursday. Aug. 12.— [Delayed 
by Censor.]—There are strong indications 
that Serbia will give a flat refusal to the 
demands announced by the Bulgarian 
premier, Vassil Radosiavoff, three weeks 
ago, and that the hopes of the entente 
allies of bringing Bulgaria into the 
alliance will come to nought. according 
to some diplomats here. Serbia's formal 
reply has not yet been given, but those 
best posted in diplomatic quarters say 
that Bulgaria's demands far exceed any- 
thing that Serbia could possibly yield. 
The outcome is being watched keenly. 
as Bulgaria is the chief obstacle to united 
action by the Balkan states in joining the 
entente allies and thus throwing the Bal- 
kan barrier between the central powers 
and Turkey. 

Bulgaria contends that by a treaty with 
Serbia the latter ceded to Buigaria about 
7,000 square kilometres of Macedonia, 
which Bulgaria was compelied by the. 
great powers to relinquish during her en- 
feebled condition after the seeond Balkan 
war. Bulgaria insists that the original 
treaty be carried out and that uniess 
she procures the return of Macedonia she 
will refuse to join the other Balkan states 
in assisting the allies.

THE TEACHERS’ FEDERATION. 

In its inception the Teachers’ federation had a 
purpose recognizably praiseworthy. The teachers 
in the public schools were being asked to suffer for 


local governmental shortcomings in matters of 


taxation and distribution of taxes. They were 
being asked to submit—rather not asked, but er 
dered—to reduction in salary that the schools might 
be kept within appropriations insufficient for them. 


The Teachers’ federation was organized, and 


with the cohesive power of organization succeeded 
in doing what the individuals in the teaching force 
might have tried in vain to do. It was responsible 
for some correction of tax abuses, and it has af- 
forded protection to most important workers in the 
social organization. 

It has given the teachers the solidity of organized 
expression, and has become powerful in the man- 
agement of the schools, There is a disposition in 
organization of this sort to become self-centered. 
As an extreme instance the United Police might 
be mentioned. That organization of policemen in 
the end became inimical to the best interests of the 
city. It embodied the dangerous doctrine that serv- 
ants of the public might attack the public in their 
own interests. Toleration of that theory was im- 
possible. It was little worse to have no police force 
than to have one which conceived its chief duty to 
be to itself, and which sought the accomplishment 
of its purposes by political means. : 

The query now is whether the Teachers’ federa- 
tion has become so self-absorbed that it is consider- 
ing primarily if not exclusively the welfare of its 


members to the growing disregard of the service 


which the teacher does to the community, For 
the community to ignore that service would be de- 
plorable. For the teacher to forget the community 


1 importance of educational work would be more 80. 


NEW COURAGE. : 
Writers of romance will be badly handicapped 
when they try to mold the material of the present 
war into fiction. Their primary asset, courage, 
has assumed a hature curiously unwieldy. The sit- 
uation is presented by almost any war report, but 
it is perbaps best exemplified by two sentences 
from correspondence of a TRUNR war correspond- 

ent: : 

„The requirement of courage,” he said, “is 100 
per cent. Men are asked by the thousands to go 
out and commit suicide and they are doing it.” 

Courage is always thought of as the quality which 
makes heroism possible. And heroism has its com- 
pensations. They are generally in the form of ap- 
plause. Hobson was kissed, which was his re- 
ward. Often the tendered recompense for death 
may be of less tangible nature—the momentary 
feeling that unobserved martyrdom may have some 
effect, unrecognized perhaps, upon the fate of an 
army or a company or an individual. Or in the 
case of Moslem fanatics, the bait of admission to 
the eternal happiness, of recognition by the deity. 

Look over your history books and find, if you 
can, sacrifice of 100 per cent purity; in which no 
earthly guerdon, no eternal recompense, or at least 
no chance for such reward, is present. Heroes, in 
the face of death, see one mollifying feature. For 
with them vanity is an ever present urge to take 
the chance. , 

But the soldier of the present war does not take 
a chance with his life. He offers it without hope. 
There is no chance. He goes with thousands of 


others against defenses so scientifically accurate 


that with him it is a matter of extinction or treach- 
ery. He is numbered among the undistinguished 
dead in a futile charge. 

Europe has been building its military tactics to 
this end.. A field marshal of the kaiser remarked 
before the war that the emperor’s sham battles 
were like the famous contest between two lions, in 
which only their taile remained on the field. Sei- 
ence bas rubbed the glamour from death on the 
field of battle, 4

MAKE THE PLATTSBURG IDEA REAL 
} It would be something more to the point if the 
men now receiving instruction at Plattsburg, N. X., 
were organized for more than a month of training. 
The month is valuable, although no one expects it 
to make a soldier, much less an officer. 

The men who have been impelled to take a 
month from business and give it to their country, 
in pleasant circumstances, will be conscious, for 
that month, of direct association with national or- 
ganization. Then the association is cut, and they 
are back again in civil life, presumably with a bet- 
ter knowledge of a soldier's duties, better fit phys 
lcally than when they went, and better informed as 
to military questions, but nevertheless separated 
from the organization to which they were briefly 
attached. 2 

The fact that they are enrolled as having had one 
month’s instruction will indicate the only connec 
tion they have with the national military force. We 
presume that if there were in existence a federal 
organization in which a man might enlist for a 
period of years a majority of the war students now 
at Plattsburg would join it. ; 

The national guard invites them, but there is 
dominant now a spirit of nationalism. There is a 
desire that the obligation assumed should be not 
to the state $f Illinois, New York, Indiana, ete., but 
to the United States. Excellent as the guard is in 
some states, it does not completely satisfy the re- 
quirements of a man feeling the spirit of a new na- 
tionalism and desiring that his service be given 
to the United States and not to a state. 

The officers and men in the national guard have 
done painstaking, self-sacrificing, and little appre- 
ciated work. . Some states have left their organized 
militia system undeveloped and exposed to inef- 
ficiency. Others have developed to the full of 
their powers. We think Illinois has done well, 
more than well, and we believe that this is the 
opinion of the United States army men. 


effective as it has been, it is not completely ade- 
quate in the imagination of men who may be will- 
ing to prepare for duty to the nation. 

There is a larger conception of duty in national 
service, and the creation of an army of citizens 
directed by the regular army establishment would 
offer to many men what is not at their disposal 
now, an opportunity to give part of their time to 
fitting themselves for military duty for the nation. 

If the government can attract college students as 
it does to training camps and can, without any 
effort, bring together nearly 1,200 business men 
for military “Instruction, it is a certainty that it 
could enroll many thousands for a period which 
would be long enough to produce good soldiers well 
trained. 

The best method is by universal military educa- 
tion, but no one could be sufficiently hopeful to ex- 
pect the adoption of that soon. Too many preju- 
dices must be overcome before in the national 
thought universal military education is accepted as 
just and equitable. Until then an extension of the 
United States army establishment by the inclusion 
of men willing to volunteer for instruction and 
training offers probably the best means of getting 
an effective force supplementary to the professional 
regular army. | 

President Wilson has indicated in a message to 
congress that he believes in a military establish- 
ment which would offer the willing citizen the op- 
portunity of being trained for service which might 
be expected of him. 

There is hope still that this generalization will 
be followed up with specifications, and that con- 
gress will be asked and will be found willing to ere- 
ate a volunteer force supplementary to the regular 
army which will permit the country to make real 
use of the spirit displayed by the men at Piatts- 
burg and other men like them.

M BREEDING STOPS. 
N the center of a good residence dis- 
Diet there is 4 block which is infested 
with mosquitoes. The territory gen 
erally is not infested. Why is this 
one block infested? Do these mos- 
quitoes harm the people in the block ? 
What can be done about it? 
I have knowledge of some facte not 
@aciosed in a letter from which the above 
is an extract. The block is very long, 
from east to west, fairly broad at ite east 
end and much narrower at the west end. 
Three sides of the block are occupied by 
flat buildings, with small beck yards. On 
the east side the space is occupied by de- 
tached residences with large yards. In 
the rear of these residences, extending 
for a considerable distance to the west, 
are chicken yards and gardens. 


~~ 

‘The mosquitoes are a nuisance in the 
houses on this block. The neighborhood 
is not generally infested. The mosquitoes 
of the section concerned are not infected 
with malaria or any other form of human 
disease. The mosquitoes are breeding in 
the chicken troughs and other small col- 
lections of water on these larger prem- 
toes. 

The neighborhood away from this block 
does not have many breeding places, 
Mosquitoes are not liable to cross a street 
or to travel more than a few hundred 
feet from their breeding places. This is 
especially true of the mosquitoes which 
breed on town lots. 

The remedy: Some one should make a 
@urvey of mosquito breeding places. The 
euryey can safely be limited to the rear 
yards of the houses bordering this block. 
Wriggiers are easy to recognize. 

All breeding places should be treated 


— , 
What cam be done with the chicken 
troughs? They cannot be screened, ofled 
or kept empty. Once a week they should 
be emptied, cleaned, sunned or dried for 
an hour or two, and then filled with fresh 
water. More than a week is required for 
a mosquito to pass from egg to adult. 
Wriggilers cannot live out of the water.

Fill the palm 
of the hand full of the liquid and snuff it 
well up the nose and down the throat. Do 
it several times and repeat it during the 
day. Keep it up for a week or more, and 
the hay fever will be gone. If the eyes 
itch and are inflamed, bathe them in hot 
water. Make a pad of a handkerchief, 
drop a little carbolic acid on the pad, then 
turn this part inside. Pour hot water on 
the handkerchief and squeeze it thorough- 
ly, so the diluted acid penetrates the pad 
Apply it to the corner of the eye, and the 
counter irritant causes the itching to stop 
instantly. But don't let it burn the tissue. 
If it burns, put more water on it. It must 
just dite.“ In a little while it will not be 
necessary to doctor the eye, because the 
alkali has soothed the nerves that caused

Cambridge, Masa, Aug. 11.—[ Editor of 
The Tribune. I have worked during 
the last months on the side of those 
who seek to avert the danger of this 
country being involved in et diseen- 
sion arising from. radical sympathies 
or antipathies concerning the Euro- 
pean conflict. In particulan, I dave re- 
peated!y expressed my conviction thet 
sympathy with one or the other of the 
warring nations should not induce Amer- 
icam citizens to attempt te coerce our 
government into deviating from the strict 
observance of the accepted rules of neu- 
trality. I have therefore advocated non- 
Interference on the part of our govern- 
ment with the internationally legalised 
traffic in arms and munitions of war, 
even though, through circumstances over 
which the United States has no control, 
this traffic turns out to be of decided ad- 
vantage to one of the belligerents and of 
very serious disadvantage to the other. 
For the inhibition of this traffic would be

Dun’s weekly review of the Chicago 
trade, published today by R. G. Dun & 
Co., will say: 

“While the weather conditions again 
interrupted full activity, the upward 
swing in business generally was not im- 
peded. Progress was more visible in the 
leading 


transportation. Additional elimination of 
weak is shown in the record of 
trading defaults, but trade improvement 
was reflected in stronger demand for 
money, slightly firmer discount, and a 
volume of payments through the banks 
largely exceeding those at this time last 
year.

Considerable business in 
war orders is under consideration. 

“Bank clearings, $281,150,846, are 9.9 
per cent more than in corresponding week 
last year, and compare with $277,906,395 
in 1913. Failures reported in the Chicago 
district numbered 36, against 27 last week, 
29 in 1914, and 2 in 1913. Those with 
abilities over $5,000 number 14, against 
11 last week, 12 in 1914, and 9 in 1913."
